Some interesting facts are re-| 
vealed by I. McTaggart Cowan, | 


U.B.C. professor and game ex- 
pert, in regard to the: deer situ- 
ation in the Campbell River and 
Sayward country. which has re- 
sulted in no open season. for 
buck deer in that area for 1949: 
In making his survey, Cowan 
was given valuable assistance by 
Game "Warden Rex Hayes. 
The brief notes that in 1957 
there were newspaper reforts 


‘felling of “700 Bick “deer shor in| 


one season within walking dis- 
tance of Menzies Bay 

There was another heavy har 
vest taken by sportsmen in 1943 
when Game Warden Weir ac 
counted for approxi 1,200 | 
bucks taken from /the forest | 
“and it seems probable the total | 
may have been as high as 1,500 
deer,” he points out 

However, in spite of the kill 
there were substantial numbers 
of deer remaining arid good} 
hunting prevailed for the next} 
three years “though it was be 
coming necessary to go further 
back from the road and it was 
admitted by .many observant 
hunters that deer numbers were 
decreasing.”

To the end of the 
open season bucks were stil] ob 
tainable by the energetic and 
skilled hunters, as evidenced by 
the rodd check on the last day: 
79 hunters stopped had 57 deer 

Cowan stresses that the 1947 
48 and 1948-49 deep snow winters
